BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Lav  of  June  I8,  19 '^1 

Article  2.   of  thie  law  outhorizec  the  iMinistry  of  A^iriculture  and 
Livestock  (Ministerio  de  Agricultura  y  Cria)  to  promulgate 
prohibitive  and  restrictive  measures  and  otherwise  regulate  the 
importation  r-nd  transit  of  plants  and  plant  products,  to  establish 
ports  of  entry,  pjid  to  require  treatment,  qua.rantine,  or  destruction 
of  infested  products. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Importation  of  Used  Containers  Prohibited 

1.  It  is  absolutely  prohibited  to  import  sacks,  containers,  and 
■v.Trapping  materials  previously  used  for  storage  or  transport  of 
products  or  by-products  of  plants  and  animals  (Article  2,  par.  l) . 

Certificate  Requirements 

2.  Plants  and  plant  products  (including  seeds)  of  foreign 
origin  for  which  transportation  through  the  national  territory  is 
required  by  virtue  of  treaties  or  trade  agreements  must  be 
c.ccompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  sanitary  authorities  of 
the  port  or  place  of  export,  certifying  to  their  freedom  from 
pests  (Article  h,   par.  1) . 

Note:  Certificates  should  be  visaed  by  a  Venezuelan  consul  1/ 
Certification  by  either  Federal  or  State  authorities  is 
acceptable .

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Special  Perait  Required  in  Advance  for  Plants  in  Soil 

3.  A  special  import  permit  nust  "be  obtained  in  advance  of 
shiprBnt  from  the  Venezuelan  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Livestocl: 
for  the  importation  of  plants  in  soil. 

Authorized  Ports  of  Entry 

h.     Freight  shipments  are  inspected  at  the  ra,aritiine  ports  of 
Venezuela,  or  in  some  cases,  at  Carcas.  Parcel-post  shipments 
are  inspected  at  Carcas,  or  if  consigned  elsewhere,  at  the 
cities  where  parcel-post  service  is  available. 

Disposal  of  Infected  Plants 

5.  Plants  suspected  of  being  diseased  are  sent  to  the  Experioisnt 
Station  near  Carcas  for  inspection.  If  found  to  be  diseased 
they  may  be  destroyed,  held  for  observation,  or  the  infected 
portions  removed. 

The  most  fec?r&d  diseases  are  the  witches' -broom  disease  (Marasmlus 
pemiclosus  Stahel) ,  root  rot  diseases  of  cacao  (Theobroma  cacao) 
apparently  caused  by  Rosellinia  spp . ,  the  annular  rot  (ring  rot) 
of  potatoes  caused  by  (Phytoraonas  sepedonica) ,  tobacco  mildew 
ceased  by  Pi^ronoepora  nlcotianoe. 

Amont  the  insects:  Cotton  boll  weevil  (Anthonomus  grandis  Boh.), 
and  Mediterranean  f  ruitf ly  (Ceratitio  capitata  (V/ied) )  .
